COMMISSION URGES INQUIRY 
INTO ARKANSAS FARM TENANCY 


Compromise Resolution Adopted at 
Hot Springs Requests Legis- 
lative Investigation. 

By the Associated Press. 

HOT SPRINGS, Ark., Nov. 24.— 
The Arkansas Farm Tenancy Com- 
mission adopted unanimously and 
without debate today a resolution 
recommending legislative investiga- 
tion of tenancy conditions in the 
State. 


Dr. A. C. Millar, editor of a 
Methodist church publication, pre- 
sented the report which was a com- 
promise and which broke a dead- 
lock.- It recommended that “the 
next Legislature empower the Gov- 
ernor to appoint a commission to 
investigate the causes and condi- 
tions of farm tenancy and that it 
be clothed with authority to take 
such evidence as may be necessary 
to determine the facts.” 

It referred to “published reports 
that farm tenants in certain parts 
of our State have been denied the 
right peaceably to assemble,’ organ- 
ize and discuss their grievances,” 
and put the commission on record 
as “reaffirming adherence to the 
constitutional rights and civil lib- 
erties of citizens.”

K. Glenn, president 
of the Trust Co. %f Georgia, to 
hand over $30,000 on a threat to kill 
Ernest Woodruff, one of the organ- 
izers oi the Coca Cola Co. 

Conroy said about $22,000 of the 
money was found on the youth and 
that the elder Moyers, a former 
Georgia chairman of the American 


Glenn and Woodruff said they 
called Federal officers soon after a 
robbery about noon last Thursday. 

Moyers and his son were under 
surveillance and Conroy and the 
agents closed in yesterday. 

The father’s arms were pinned to 
his sides but the son seized a pistol 
from his father’s belt. He dropped 
the weapon without firing when 
the. other agents covered him with 
their pistols. The indictment 
charged the elder Moyers with rob- 
bery and carrying concealed weap- 
ons and the son with pointing a 
pistol at four Federal agents. Bonds 
were set at $20,000 each. 

Woodruff said Moyers, whom both 
he and Glenn had known for years, 
went to his office about 11:30 a. m. 
and demanded $30,000 in small bills. 
The elderly Woodruff said he at- 
tempted to dissuade the lawyer but 
failed and finally at Moyers’ insist- 
ence had his secretary summon 
Glenn by telephone. : 

Glenn said he found Moyers, with 
a pistol, holding Woodruff, the 
woman secretary and a chance vis- 
itor." The banker declared Moyers 
repeated his demand and after more 
futile remonstrances, Glenn said 
he went to the bank and got the 
money. j 
‘Disappeared in Crowd. 

Glenn said he delivered the cash 
and then was forced to leave the 
building with Moyers, walking sev- 
eral blocks with him before the 
lawyer disappeared in a crowd 
watching a fire. ie 

Conroy said a warrant had been 
sworn out charging the elder Moy- 
ers with violation of Federal bank 
robbery laws. He said the alleged 
act of forcing Glenn to accompany 
him as a hostage made him liable to 
a death sentence if convicted, orto 
a minimum sentence of 10 years. 

Moyers was head of the Liberty 
Leugue in the State until about two 
months ago when the office was 
closed. 

After practicing law here, Moy- 
ers wert to Colorado Springs, Colo., 
where he lived from 1927 to 1934. 
Glenn said when Moyers returned 
to Atlanta some months ago he ap- 
proached Glenn and asked for a 
job, saying he had had “hard luck.”

Mitchell of Earl, who is also the 
Justice of the Peace there, who ad- 
mitted he sentenced the Negroes to 
30 days on the farm on Peacher’s 
word, without asking any questions 
or taking any other testimony.

- feme Prisoners Owned Homes. 


“Testimony of thé Negroes devel- 
oped that several of them owned 
their own homes, that others 
worked regularly, and that Peacher, 
who was then a deputy sheriff of 
Crittenden County, made no inves- 
tigation or asked any questions to 
establish whether they had no 
means of livelihood. 


The stories told by the Negroes 
were epitomized in the testimony of 
Winfield Anderson, a Negro who 
owns his own home, who was ar- 
rested there by Preacher last May 
on a day when the deputy sheriff 
was rounding up Negroes. At that 
time the cotton choppers’ strike 
was in progress, but no mention of 
it has been made in this trial. 


Anderson said he was sitting on 
his porch when Peacher drove up 
and askéd: “Where do you work?” 
When the Negro replied he was not 
doing anything, Peacher ordered: 
“Get into this car.” They drove to 
the jail, Anderson said, picking up 
another Negro on the way and the 
Negroes remained there for two 
days without food save that 
brought by friends. Anderson said 
Peacher answered a request for 
food by saying, “Sharpen your teeth 
and gnaw the bars,” adding that 
they would get all the food they 
wanted “when I get you on the 
farm.” 


Not Guilty Plea Ignored. 


Two days after being jailed, the 
witness said, the 13 Negroes in jail 
were lined up, taken to an adjoin- 
ing room, fined $25 and sentenced 
to 30 days on the farm by Mayor 
Mitchell. 


Five of them said they desired 
to plead not guilty and stand trial, 
Anderson said. Peacher, he re- 
lated, told them to “get on back in 
the calaboose” and they would be 
tried later that day. But as they 
started to enter the cell he or- 
dered them to return, the witness 
said, and they were summarily sen- 
tenced as had been the others who 
pleaded ‘guilty. Some of those who 
did so testified they were unaware 
of the nature of the charge, hoped 
such a plea would result in a small 
fine and enable them to return 
home. The prisoners were taken to 
the farm, locked ina barred bunk- 


| house, kept under armed guards.

DR. SARGA FlanTS TWO 
UF HIS DUELS, WINS ONE 


First Encounter, — Bloodless, 
Ends in Reconciliation— 
Second Opponent Wounded 


BUDAPEST, Nov. 24.—Dr. Franz 
Sarga fought two of his nine sched- 
uled duels with 14-inch pistols to- 
day. He wounded one opponent. 

Dr. Sarga was unhurt. and tri- 
umphant. 

The duels were fought in almost 
complete darkness, one immediate- 
ly following the other, in a stubbly 
wheat field 10 miles from Budapest. 

Alexander _ Kovacs, a bank em- 
ploye who was the:second opponent, 
was wounded on-the arm by a bul- 
let from Dr. Sarga’s pistol. 

Kovacs’ injury was not serious. 

A moment before, Sarga had ex- 
changed shots with <Alador Hoz- 
mat, a bank manager, The bullets 
whistled harmlessly by. Then Hoz- 
mat and Sarga, reconciled all of a 
sudden, embraced each other. 

The duels followed an afternoon 
of dodging the police. At first, three 
carloads of witnesses, with Sarga, 
passed through the forested Cool 
Valley, where it had been planned 
to hold the duels, but there seemed 
to be police in the wood; so the 
procession’ proceeded to the village 
of Maria Remete. The wheat field 
near by seemed to be a logical place 
and:so the 16 left their cars just as 
the clock on St. Mary’s Church, in 
the distance, struck 5. 

A physician opened his suitcase 
and scattered bandages over the 
wheat stubble. The seconds gath- 
ered in two groups, one loading ‘the 
pistols by the headlights: of the au- 
tomobiles. _ Another group paced 
off 15 meters (about 16 yards). 

Sarga and Hozmat took off their 
coats and stepped to their posi- 
tions. They could hardly be seen 
10 yards away, so could hardly see 
each other. 

The chief second then made a lit- 
tle speech, required by dueling tra- 
dition. “I warn you, gentlemen, you 
are about to violate the Hungarian 
law,” he said. “I urge reconcilia- 
tion.” 

Then the’ leading second counted 
three. The pistols cracked almost 
together. Both duelists remained 
on their feet. After a moment's 
pause, Sarga and Hozmat rushed 
to each other and embraced. 

Conditions of the second duel were 
more severe. The contestants were 
to have exchanged three shots at 
varying distances. At the first sig- 
nal, only one pistol cracked. Struck 
near the hand, Kovacs dropped his 
pistol and made a faint outcry. The 
doctors went forward., Several 
peasants, carrying turnips, saun- 
tered up and someone cried “Po- 
lice!” Everybody scattered. 

Sarga had borrowed 50 pengoes 
(about. $10) to rent the two pistols 
from a fencing school. The duels 
were to have been fought with cav- 
alry sabers, but later a change was 
made to pistols. 

The pistols, which are muzzle- 
loading and not very accurate, are 
especially ~ designed for dueling. 

The duels, which Sarga brought 


on himself by challenging nine men 


who heinsists cast slurs at his wife 
and himself, had twice been de 
layed.

FLOOR TO-FLOOR 
FIRMADRO BUILDINGS 


Moors Shoot Holes in Ceilings, 
Then Rout Defenders 
With Grenades;

TALAVERA DE LA REINA, 
Spain, Nov, 22 (Delayed).—Bitter 
street fighting took place in Madrid 
today, not only from house to house, 
but. from floor te floor, as _ the 
picked -Moorish infantry advanced 
against the loyalist forces, which 
were grouped around the Interna- 
tional Brigade. 

Seldom have soldiers fought so 
desperately to gain an objective foot 
by foot as in the last few days, ac- 
cording to a Moorish noncommis- 
sioned officer who returned wound- 


ed today from Rosales street, in the 
capital. He had been fighting in 
that street while his coMrades, a 
few blocks north, advanced down 
Princesa. street. 

“We surround and fortify a build- 
ing,” the Moor explained, “and then 
we shoot the first floor clean with 
rifles and machine guns. These 
Reds, who fight so stubbornly, are 
forced to mount to the second floor 
of such. buildings. Then we enter 
the first floor. 

“What can. we do? That has n 
a question, but: we have solved ‘it 
now. We stand on the first floor 
with rifles’ and machine guns and 
shoot a hole’ through the ceiling. 
Then we throw gfenades through 
the hole. Then, when the second 
story is. quiet, we climb up there 
and repeat the process until we have 
cleared the building of Reds. 

“They do not run. They fight un- 
til they are-all dead, holding build- 
ing by building and floor by floor. 

“But they cannot win. They must 
understand this soon and break 
suddenly. Then we shall have all 
Madrid.” 

In the last few days these. tactics 
have been worked out by the Moors, 
who, natural fighters and sound im- 
provisers, have. fought in eight or 
ten buildings. daily. Their most 
stubborn’ resistance is encountered 
in the International Brigade, which 
has been recruited from soldiers of 
fortune in many countries. 

This foot by foot advance has 
been necessitated by the desire of 
Gen. Francisco Franco, rebel com- 
mander, to be’ humane. He has 
marked out zones which he has left 
unbombarded on the road to Ali- 
cante. These zones are to serve as 
an exit from Madrid for the loyal- 
ist army.

port ‘Says Hundreds 
Were Killed in Artillery 
Attack Yesterday.

MADRID, Nov. 24.—International 
volunteers in the defending army 
repulsed a fresh Fascist attack 
early today in University City, in 
the northwestern part of Madrid. 

The insurgent troops, preceded by 
tanks, began an advance after a 
heavy artillery barrage. 

The defenders fired on the at- 
tackers with machine guns and 
held firmly to their positions. Un- 
able to storm the entrenchments, 
the insurgents retired to their lines. 

The foreign volunteers were Jews, 
Poles, Britons, Irishmen, French 
Leftists, German refugees, Italian 
deserters from Ethiopia and others. 
The volunteers vied with one an- 
other in demonstrating their re 
sistance under fire. 

Government gunners shelled Casa 
del Campo Park, across the Manza- 
nares River west of Madrid's cen- 
tral district. 

Late in the day the international 
troops started a counter attack on 
a clinic building in University City. 

An instirgént shell fell in the 
center of Madrid. 

Business activities went on in Ma- 
drid, School officials, taking refuge 
in the Salamanca neutral zone, pub- 
lished a call for bids on a new 
building to replace one destroyed 
by shelling. 

Sidewalk vendors along the .Gran 
Via, Madrid’s principal business 
thoroughfare, laid out their wares 
on wet pavements. In many 
wrecked shops, employes sorted the 
jumbled stocks and conducted sales 
as the cold wind blew in through 
the open fronts. 

Heavily armed Government mili- 
tiamen this afternoon seized and 
sealed up the German and Italian 
embassies, arresting a number of 
Spanish political refugees who had 
been living in the German ._Em- 
bassy. Diplomatic officials of both 
countries already had left Madrid. 
The buildings were occupied and 
searched shortly after 1 p. m., and 
then sealed. 

The militiamen, who had sur- 
rounded the German Embassy with 
machine guns prior to expiration 
of a 24-hour ultimatum ordering 
some 50 Rightist refugees to evacu- 
ate, found no one in the Italian 
mission, 

Some of the refugees from the 
German Embassy, however, were 
evacuated by the Chilean, Nether-. 
lands, Norwegian and Rumanian 
legations and given shelter prior to 
the militia occupation. 

The 24-hour ultimatum followed 
German and Italian recognition of 
the rebel junta. 

An estimate of casualties in ye» 
terday’s artillery attack on the cap- 
ital was not available. One report 
declared, “Hundreds of victims had 
to be buried without shrouds.” 


Rebels Capture Two Russian Tanks, 
Burn Crews to Death, 
WITH THE FASCIST FORCES 
OUTSIDE MADRID, Nov. 23 (de- 
layed in transmission)—Insurgent 
infantrymen captured two Russian 
tanks today when loyalists attempt- 
ed an attack on the Fascist-domi- 

nated Casa del Campo Park. 

The tanks lumbered across the 
Manzanares River into the heavily- 
wooded area which was formerly a 
royal estate. Fascist sentries gave 
them a passing glance, assuming 
they were insurgent machines. 

Pulling up within a few yards of 
an aftillery battery, the tanks 
opened fire on the artillerymen 
with machine guns and a larger 
gun mounted in the turret, 

A group of Moors behind a clump 
of trees sensed something was 
wrong and ran up behind the at- 
tackers. They threw hand gren- 
ades underneath where the tanks’ 
armor did not afford protection. 
Others ran to get cans of gasoline. 

A soldier jumped out of one of 
the tanks. 

“I am Spanish,” he shouted. “All 
the rest are Russians.” 

The Moors took him prisoner. 
Then they fired on the machines 
with rifles until the gasoline  ar- 
rived. After dashing the gasoline 
against the sides of the tanks, they 
get it afire. The flames trapped the 
occupants. 

Fascist commanders said their 
forces had captured 20 Russian 
tanks during the siege of Madrid.

OSLO, Norway, Nov. 24.—Carl 
von Ossietzky, German pacifist, 
and Carlos Saavedra Lamas, Argen- 
tine Foreign Minister, were an- 
nounced officially today as winners 
of Nobel peace prizes. 

The prize for 1935 was awarded 
to Von Ossietzky, publicist, who 
was freed recently from a German 
prison and who had been men- 
tioned frequently as a probable 
winner. 

Saavedra Lamas, prominent in 
the League of Nations and recent 
president of the League Assembly, 
received the award for 1936. 

German Minister Salm expressed 


regret for the award to Von Os- 
gietzky, asserting it would create 
“the embitterment of Germany.” 

“All leading circles,” Dr. Salm 
said, “will consider it a demonstra- 
tion against the third Reich.” 

Von Ossietzky did not acknowl- 
edge the prize award telegram. 

The prize for 1935 amounts to 
$89,303; for 1936, $39,286. 

Four Awards Previously Made. 


Acommittee of the Storting Nor- 
wegian Parliament) selected the 
prize-winners. The peace awards 
were the last in five categories 
from the Nobel fund. The other 
four—for literature, physics, chem- 
istry and medicine—were conferred 
by Swedish institutions. The prize 
fund was created by Alfred Nobel, 
Swedish chemist and explosives 
manufacturer. 

Eugene O'Neill, American drama- 
tist, was awarded the prize for lit- 
erature, Nov. 12. Prof. Carl David 
Anderson of the California Insti- 
tute of Technology, shared the 
physics prize with Prof. V. F. Hess 
of Innsbruck University, Austria. 
Prof. Peter Josef Wilhelm Debye, 
of the Kaiser Wilhelm Institute for 
Physics in Berlin, won the chem- 
istry prize. | 

Two Committeemen Quit. 

Repeated rumors that the com- 
mittee had designated Von Os 
sietzky for_a peace prize were fol- 
lowed by the resignation of two of 
its members—Dr. Halvdan Koht, 
Norwegian Foreign Minister, and 

Dr. Johan L. Mowinckel, former 
Liberal Premier of Norway and 
now leader of its opposition par- 
ty. Both said they wanted to 
avoid any opportunity for Germany 
to hold the Norwegian Government 
responsible if Yon Ossietzky were 
selected. 

When Von Ossietzky was men- 
tioned frequently in recent weeks 
ase  ~prospective Nobel peace 
prize winner, friends who professed 
to know his mind raised the con- 
jecture he might reject the honor.

Von Ossietzky, Editor, Imprisoned 
for Peace Utterances. 

Von Ossietzky and Saavedra 
Lamas came into prominence 
through opposite avenues as cham- 
pions of peace. 

Von Ossietzky, outspoken editor’ 
and leader of peace movements, fell 
into disfavor with the German Gov- 
ernment and spent several years in 
prison. Recently liberated by Nazi 
authorities, he is in feeble health, 
friendg say. His whereabouts are 
not known, but he has been report- 
ed in a sanatorium near Berlin suf- 
fering from either heart disease or 
tuberculosis, 

Noted as a pre-Hitier Liberal, Von 
Ossietzky devoted most of his ca- 
reer as a publicist to answering 
charges of treason for alleged slan- 
der of the German armed forces. 
As editor of the pacifist weekly 
Weltbuehne, he repeatedly attacked 
what he insisted was the illegal re- 
armament of the Reich in violation 
of the Versailles treaty. As far back 
as June, 1929, he published an 
anonymous article charging the 
Reichswehr, regular German army, 
was secretly rearming in the air. 


He was sentenced to 18 months 
in prison in 1931 on charges of 


treason. Then President Paul von |7°*": 
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Hindenburg refused to free him 
but, seven months later, the aging 
President liberated him in a gen- 
eral amnesty proclamation. On 
Hitler's rise to power in 1033, Von 
Ossietzky was seized again and con- 
fined to a concentration camp. He 
was held prisoner for more than 
three years. 

The Government recently an- 
nounced he had been transferred to 
a hospital and then released. His 
release, it was announced, was due 
not to his illness but to the official 
view he was no longer dangerous 
to the third Reich. 

Career of Carlos Saavedra Lamas; 
Noted As Treaty Maker. 

Saavedra Lamas, proponent of 
several undertakings to promote 
peace in Europe and Latin America, 
has become increasingly well known 
in diplomatic affairs in recent 
years. Next month he will be host 
to the Inter-American Peace Con- 
ference at Buenos Aires. 

Foreign Minister of Argentina 
since 1931, he has gained a reputa- 
tion as a treaty maker. Trade pacts 
with Great Britain and neighboring 
South American countries were con- 
cluded before he had been in office 
two years. 

He was a prime negotiator of an 
anti-war pact signed in April, 1934, 
by 12 American republics, including 
the United States. The next year 
he was instrumental in calling the 
peace conference that ended the 
Gran Chaco war between Bolivia 
and Paraguay. 

One of his ambitions is to weld 
the continent of South America into 
a cohesive commercial entity. 
Saavedra Lamas has been credit- 
ed with putting his own nation back 
into the League of Nations and with 
having revived the potency of the 
ABC, combination—Argentina, Bra- 
zil and Chile—in South American 
affairs. — 
He was president of the last ses- 
sion of the League of Nations As- 
sembly in Geneva this autumn. 

His ancestry includes the first 
President of independent Argentina 
in 1810. His family dates back 200 
years to the first native Governor 
of the Spanish colony of Buenos 
Aires. 


Germany  Oonsidering Protest 
“ painst Award to Von Ossietzky. 
BERLIN, Nov. 24.—Reichsfuehrer 
Adolf Hitler personally interested 
himself today in the selection of 
Carl von Ossietzky, as the winner 
of the Nobel Peace Prize for 1936. 
Hitler summoned officials from the 
Foreign Office and Ministries of 
Justice and Propaganda to a con- 
ference at noon. 

A communique was under consid- 
eration, informed sources said, pro- 
testing against the award and 
brandin git a “misuse of a humani- 
tarian institution for partisan po- 
litical p a,” 

The official attitude, a spokesman 
explained, was that Von Ossietzky 
“since his release is an unofficial 
personage to us, but if disruptive 
elements wish to rally behind the 
name of Von Ossietzky we shall 
have to reconsider our position with 
regard to him.” 

The prize winner was the third 
German honored by a Nobel com- 
mittee for his espousal of peace. 
The late Dr. Gustave Stresemann, 
once German Foreign Minister and 
Germany's signer of the Kellogg- 
Briand peace pact, won it jointly 
with Aristide Briand of France in 
1926. Ludwig Quidde, pre-war Fas-

Jury Completed; Judge Asks Press 
Not to Publish Names. 

After 16 members of the tentative 
jury panel of 28 had been excused 
on peremptory challenges, six for 
the Government and 10 for the de- 
fense, the remaining 12 were seated 
in the box and the oath wae ad- 
ministered. The members of the 
jury include six farmers and six St. 
Louis business men, Judge Moore 
requested the press, not to publish 
the names of the jurors before the 
conclusion of the trial. 

After the panel had been sworn, 
District Attorney Blanton asked 
that an alternate juror be named, 
to act in place of any member of 
the panel who might become ill dur- 
ing the trial of the case. Four ve- 
niremen were called and selection 
of the alternate was begun. 

Before the alternate, a carpen- 
ter, was chosen, it was necessary 
to question seven veniremen. Four 
said they had definite opinions or 
prejudices, and were challenged 
for cause.

The next half hour was spent in 
a low voice conversation between 
counsel and Judge Moore at the 
bench.

Dr, Pitzman, who had given Mrs.

Visited Home Frequently. 


He told the jury that in 1982, Dr.

SENATOR COPELAND 
ON MILK ORDINANCE 


Gives Views to Mayor—Ob- 
jects to Grading in U. S. 
Model Regulations. 


United States Senator Royal 5S. 
Copeland of New York, former 
Health Commissioner of New York 
City, urged adoption of high stand- 
ards for St. Louis milk in a confer- 
ence today with Mayor Dickmann 
at City Hall, and objected to the 
designations of various grades of 
milk in the standard milk ordinance 
of the United States Public Health 
Service, now pending in the Board 


of Aldermen. 

Dr. Copeland, in St. Louis for an 
address before the Mississippi Val- 
ley Association, attended the con- 
ference with Dr. Charles E. North, 
New York milk expert employed by 
St. Louis milk distributors who are 
opposing the standard ordinance. 
Health Commissioner Joseph  L. 
Bredeck and Associate City Coun- 
selor Louis A. McKeown also were 
present. 

The New York milk ordinance, 
Dr. Copeland said, requires. that 
“Grade A” r-ilk have a bacteria con- 
tent of not more than 25,000 per 
cubic centimeter for raw milk at 
the farm, 200,000 in the distributor's 
mixing tank, and 10,000 at the 
housewife’s doorstep, after pasteur- 
ization. Milk meeting these require- 
ments, with the exception that 50,- 
000 bacteria are permitted at the 
farm, is designated as “Special 
Grade A” in the proposed St. Louis 
ordinance, 

The New York “Grade A” is sold 
primarily for consumption by in- 
fants, thus corresponding to the 
proposed St. Louis “Special Grade 
A.” It is expected that the “Spe- 
cial Grade A” would command a 
premium, as does the New York 
“Grade A,” which sell for 16 cents 
a quart. 

The New York “Grade B,” or 
“commercial” milk, used bw adults 
and selling for 13 cents a quart, cor- 
responds to the milk which, under 
the proposed ordinance, in St. Louis 
would be labeled “Grade A.” For 
this milk, New York makes no re- 
quirement for bacteria content at 
the farm, it was explained by Dr. 
North at Dr. Copeland’s request, 
but a maximum count of 750,000 for 
raw milk at the dealer’s plant and 
30,000 when delivered to the con- 
sumer, is required. The proposed 
St. Louis ordinance requires a bac- 
teria count of not more than 200,- 
000 at the farm and 30,000 when pas- 
teurized and delivered. 

Although the requirements are 
practically the same and the prices 


that St. Louis consumers might be 
misled by the “Grade A” label be- 
cause it did not conform to the 
New York’ grading system. 

Dr. Copeland advocated placing 
responsibility for purity of milk on 


tinuation of farm inspections by the 
St. Louis Health Department. 

“It makes no difference what 
kind of milk is used for cooking,”

STATE ASSEMBLY TO DECIDE 
AMOUNT OF OLD AGE PENSIONS 


Commissioner to Report It Will 
Take $12,100,000 a Year for 
$30 a Month. 

By the Associated Press. 
JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 24. — 


Allen M. Thompson, State Old Age 
Assistance Commissioner, said to- 
day he planned to advise the 1937 
Legislature it will take $12,100,000 


annually in State funds to provide 
maximum payments of $30 a month, 
but that he would leave the amount 
of the checks squarely up to the 
lawmakers. : 

Estim&ting there are 70,000 eligi- 
ble persons for assistance over the 
age of 70 years, Thompson said that 
to pay $10 a month pensions, it 
would take $4,200,000 a year in State 
funds; $15 a month pensions would 
require $6,300,000 annually; $20 a 
month pensions would take an an- 
nual appropriation of $8,400,000; $25 
a month pensions, $10,500,000 ,and 
$30 a month pensions, $12,100,000 
yearly. 

For the last 16 months of the 
1935-36 biennium, the 1935 Legisla- 
ture appropriated $2,500,000 for its 
share to pay the assistance. 

The Commissioner said the aver- 
age administrative cost of the old 
age pension program had been $13,- 
000 a month.

made or held as a slave or sent out 
of the country to be so made or 
held; or who in anyway knowingly 
aids in causing any other person to 
be held, sold or carried away to be 
held or sold as a slave, shall be 
fined not more than $5000 or im- 
prisoned not more than five years 
or both.” 


Judge’s Advice to Veniremen. 


Federal Judge John E. Martin- 
eau, former Governor of Arkansas, 
who is presiding, told prospective 
jurors he desired to “impress upon 
you the necessity for a fair and im- 
partial trial,” cautioned them not 
to be guided by race prejudice, but 
to rely upon the law and evidence.

larceny in connection with the 
theft of $4177, in January, 1932, 
from Mrs. Susan McKleroy of New 
York, widow of a banker of An- 
niston, Ala. Mrs. McKleroy’s coun- 
sel charged De Hagen obtained 
about $80,000 from her under the 
pretense he needed the money to 
pay off a mortgage on his chateau 
in France. .

Schmuckler Bought Firm Without 
Putting Up a Cent of His Own. 
Denial of the St. Louis firm’s ap- 

plication for a permit to continue 
in the wholesale liquor business fol- 
lowed a series of hearings at which 
Schmuckler attempted to show that 
the former owners, Paul (Bev) 
Brown, Clarence (Gully) Owen and 
William Molasky, had not turned 
the business over to him in a “wash 
sale” after the Government declined 
to renew the permit of Brown- 
Owen, Inc. It was brought out at 
the hearings that Schmuckler had 
acquired the liquor firm without 
putting up a cent of his own money, 
having borrowed $20,000 for down 
payment from Mrs, William Mo- 
lasky. Brown, Owen and Molasky 
were paid in notes of the Irving 
firm for the balance of their inter- 
ests. The purchase price was fixed 
at $85,000. 

Schmuckler previously had taken 
over the East St. Louis branch of 
the St. Louis company. He ‘de 
clined to comment. 

Transfer of Brown-Owen, Inc., 
was made after investigation in 
1934 by the Federal Alcohol Control 
Administration, an NRA agency, 
led to refusal of a permit for the 
company. Competing liquor dealers 
-had complained that i-cent and 2- 
cent tax stamps were being affixed 
to pints and quarts sold by the 
company, in- place of 10-cent and 
20-cent stamps as required. by Mis- 
souri tax laws. The investigator 
reported that the firm owed the 
State $23,281 for nine months’ 
liquor taxes.

CITY WANTS VALUATION 


Considers Filing Request — at 
Jefferson City With View 
to Lower Rates. 


The City Legal Department is con- 
sidering filing a formal request 
with the State Public Service Com- 
mission for a full valuation of the 
St. Louis property of the Southwest- 
ern Bell Telephone Co. as a basis 
for the determination of reasonable 
telephone rates. This was learned 
today when Mayor Dickmann said 
it would be taken up with the 
Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment. 

The last important case involving 
telephone rates was decided by the 
commission in 1925, when it grant- 
ed an increase in business telephone 
rates, which it was estimated would

came effective. There was no 
change in basic residence rates at 
that time, nor has there been any 
since. 

It is understood that one phase 
of the city’s complaint, if one is 
filed, will be that there is no ade- 
quate valuation on which to fix 
rates; that since the 1925 tentative 
valuation there have been great 
changes in the physical plant of 
the company and great progress in 
efficiency of operation. 

The city is not prepared at this 
time, it is understood, to ask for a 
reduction in rates, but only for a 
valuation. If the valuation showed 
rate reductions were justified the 
city could then ask for them.

A witness to the acquaintance of 


Leo Biedermann, bondsman, with 
Sam Goffstein, bondsman, 


mann, as juror, caused a disagree 
ment as to the guilt of Goffstein, 
defendant on a charge of receiving 
stolen property, testified yesterday 
afternoon before the grand jury. 
The witness, Frank Mann, Negro 
barber and bondsman, told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter that he had 
seen Biedermann talking with Goff- 
stein before Goffstein’s trial, that 
he had asked Biedermann if.he was 


going on Goffstein’s - nd, and that 
Biedermann had replied, “Maybe.” 

Biedermann, who did not indi- 
cate, when the jury panel was be- 
ing questioned as to its qualifica- 
tions, that he knew Goffstein, was 
accepted as a juror, and hung the 
jury by sitting mute, through four 
hours of discussion and refusing to 
join the others in a_ verdict. of 
guilty, which would have carried a 
penitentiary sentence of two to five 
years. The grand jury took up his 
case yesterday afternoon, and con- 
tinued the inquiry today. 

Mann’s Story. 

Mann, before entering the grand 
jury room, told the reporter that a 
white man, whom he had seen about 
Dayton Street Police Station, called 
on him yesterday morning at his 
shop, 1005 North Vandeventer ave- 
nue, 

“He asked me about getting a 
subpena to come down here,” Mann 
said, “and I told him yes, I had been 
summoned. Then he asked, ‘Do 
you know Biedermann?’ and I said 
I did. 

“*Did you ever see Biedermann 
talking to Goffstein?’ he asked me, 
and I said yes, I had.” 

Mann said his visitor next asked 
him if he knew Verne R.'C. Lacy, 
attorney for Goffstein. “ I told him 
yes,’ Mann said. 

“Then he said, ‘well, you won't 
have to tell everything you know.’ 
I didn’t say anything to that, but 
when I go into that grand juyy 
room I know it is no time for fool- 
ing, and I’m going to tell the truth 
in there. 

“I was bondsman for a man 
named Giles,” Mann continued. “He 
was one of the men charged with 
stealing the batteries that Sam 
Goffstein was charged with selling. 
When I saw Biedermann and Goff- 
stein talking, I went up to them 
and asked Biedermann if he was 
going on Goffstein’s bond, and he 
said, ‘maybe.’” Mann said he had 
related this fact to his questioner. 

What Court Record Shows. 

Before Mann was heard by the 
grand jury, the stenographer of Cir- 
cuit Judge Robert J. Kirkwood’s 
court, in which the Goffstein mis- 
trial occurred, was a witness. The 
court record shows that Assistant 
Circuit Attorney Robert Y. Wood- 
ward, in addressing the jury panel 
as to the qualifications of its mem- 
bers, said: 

“I know that all of you will be 
fair and impartial in the trial of 
this case. I am not going to ask 
you that question, because I feel 
that any man who is a citizen wants 
to be fair, and if, for any reason, 
there was any prejudice in this 
case, or unconscious possibility of 
your being influenced due to the 
fact that you might know this de- 
fendant, or know counsel, or be so 
closely associated through friend- 
ship, or business connections, or le- 
gal connections, with either one of 
the two, I am sure that you gentle- 
men would, of your own volition, 
raise your hands and tell me about 
that fact, so that I would know. 
There are none of you gentlemen 
who know counsel, or this defend- 
ant, Mr. Goffstein. Mr. Lacy is 
counsel and Mr. Goffstein the de- 
fendant. If so, raise your hands.” 

After the prosecutor had re- 
ceived no response from Bieder- 
mann or any of the others, he ac- 
cepted the panel, and Lacy, de- 
fense attorney, accepted it without 
asking any. questions. 

Name Taken Off Jury List. 

‘Following the mistrial, Bieder- 
mann’s name was removed from 
the jury lists, on Judge Kirkwood’s 
order. Goffstein’s second trial has 
been set for Dec. 14. —

Roosevelt Is Senior Pollywog. 
President Roosevelt, nominated 


las Senior Pollywog, was on. watch 


for Davy’s, appearance for an hour 
with the others. On the Chester, 
newspaper men and secret service 
officers posted their watches. 

The men who are guarding the 
President on his trip to the Inter- 
American Peace Conference at Bue- 
nos Aires went through the stiffest 
ordeal, on instructions from their 
Shellback commanders. 

They were dressed in sweltering 
oilskins and heavy overcoats and 
ordered to duty on a turret top. 
Nearbly a naval Captain sat astride 
a mine cutter, which the Shelibacks 
designated as a horse. 

Another naval officer, whose 
trousers had been courteously but 
firmly removed, scanned the sea 
with a spygiass from his seat on 
a barrel. 

Every hour the order rang out: 
“Relieve the Pollywog watch!” 

President Sets One Watch. 

The President personally super- 
vised one of the special watches for 
the royal ambassador. - 

From a turret, 70 feet above the 
water, he established a group of 
Pollywogs dressed in fur flying 
suits and helmets. On their feet 
the guards wore divers’ 60-pound 
lead shoes. They peered through 


boxing gloves. 

James Roosevelt, the President’s 
son, took one of the first watches 
and gave up after half an hour. 
Then the President sent his body- 
guard, Gus Gennerich, who stayed 


Jas long as he could and climbed 


down, exclaiming: “Another 10 min- 
utes and I would have been wasited 
up.” ⸗ 

Then the Shellbacks seized Eddie 
Gallagher, James Roosevelt’s sec- 


House pharmacist, handcuffed 


the brig, where they were ordered 
on a diet of bread and water. 


Ceremonies in Calm Sea. 


The ceremonies of issuing sub- 
penas were held in a calm sea 300 
miles off the northeastern coast of 
Brazil. Both the Chester and In- 
dianapolis stopped their engines as 
Davy, accompanied by his staff, 
made the rounds. 

Various charges were to be pre- 
ferred against the candidates. The 
President already has been accused 
of “gross incompetency in failing 
to carry Maine and Vermont” in 
the recent election.

Roocevelt to Land at Buenos Aires 
Instead of Mardel Plata. 
By the Associated Press. 

BUENOS AIRES, Nov. 24.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt acceded to the re- 
quest of the Argentine Government 
today that he land directly at Bue- 
nos Aires. He wirelessed American 
Ambassador Alexander Weddell 
from the U. 8S. 8S, Indianapolis that 
he would arrive here at 1 p. m., 
Nov. 30. 

The President, en route to the 
Inter-American Peace Conference, 
had intended to land at Mar Del 
Plata and proceed overland to Ar- 
gentina’s capital. |

in Buenos Aires until after lunch

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NEW MISSOURI RIVER 
BRIDGE READY IN 1937 


$1,220,000 Span Near Gum- 
bo Will Carry Traffic Next 
Spring or Summer, 


Steel-helmeted workmen are 
clambering over the lofty nearly 
finished spans of a $1,221,670 bridge 
which will be ready next spring or 
summer to carry the traffic of VU. 
8. Highway No. 40 across the Mis- 
souri River between St. Louis and 
St. Charles counties. 

Early this year the site, north- 
west of Gumbo, St. Louis County, 
and at Weldon Springs, St. Charles 
County, was merely a broad stretch 
of the swift, muddy river, between 
a fertile bottom on the south and a 
picturesque bluff on the north. Now 
modern concrete roads lead to 
either end of the bridge. Next year 
traffic will flow across in heavy 
volume, 

Within less than 10 months this 
big structure, planned for years, 
has taken shape. The steel erectors 
should be through by Christmas 
and the bridge could be opened 
early next year but for the inter- 
ference of winter with the jobs of 
pouring the concrete floor and 
painting the metal parts. 

Work began last February with 
the sinking of six caissons for the 
river piers. Inside these heavy bar- 
ricades, in high air pressure, men 
worked on bedrock below the 
stream to lay the bases of the piers 
of concrete. By the middle of May 
it was possible to begin putting 
steel in place, from the northern 
end, 

160 Men Now at Work, 

Until recently work progressed 
24 hours daily, seven days a week, 
with as many as 230 men, but now 
there are only about 160, in two 
five-hour shifts daily. The con- 
tractor for the State Highway Com- 
mission is the Kansas City Bridge 
Co. 

It is no trifling task to bridge a 
river like the Missouri. From the 
bottom of the deepest pier, at the 
St. Louis County shore, to the top 
of the steel trusses above the road- 
way, is just a fraction more than 
250 feet—a height comparable to 
that of the Railway Exchange 
Building. From one approach to 
the other is 2604 feet—virtually half 
a mile, 

The superstructure weighs about 
5000 tons; the piers, more than 30,- 
000 tons. 

“Stony” White, resident engineer 
for the State, and his assistant, 
George Morgan, know to the deci- 
mal what's in that bridge, from 
long days of close inspection. They 
tell visitors that the nine piers con- 
tain 14,737 cubic yards of concrete 
and 142% tons of reinforcing steel. 
The trusses will use a total of 4130 
tons of structural steel. Another 
650 tons of steel and 840 cubic 
yards of concrete will go into the 
floor. 

Two short spans of 131 feet each, 
supported by deck trusses beneath 
the floors, and about a third of one 
main span, on the St. Louis Coun- 
ty side, remain to be completed. 
There are two adjacent main spans 
in the design, each 1025 feet long, 
and two 146-foot deck spans on the 
north side. 

Allowance for Expansion. 

The main spans are of the type 
known as continuous through truss, 
Each is fastened rigidly to a pier 
at its center, while the ends of 
each are free to slide backward and 
forward on rockers set on other 
piers. This allows for expansion 
and contraction, which will cover 
a range of four feet in the length 
of the structure in the transition 
from summer heat to winter cold, 
The joints, in the bridge floor, con- 
sist of interlaced cast iron fingers, 
whose slots, like the gratings in 
the new express highway in Forest 
Park, will be dangerous for bi- 
cycles. 

Two of the piers, not reaching 
down to bedrock, rest on 78 H-beam 
steel piles, between 85 and 89 feet 
in length. 

The floor of the three-lane, 32- 
foot roadway will be of a novel 
modern dgsign, utilizing reinforce- 
ment of light, locked steel I-beams. 
By this method it will be only 3% 
inches thick, instead of thegsix to 
nine inch thickness formerly}heces- 
sary with ordinary reinforcing. 

State Highway funds, augmented 
by a PWA grant, are paying for 
the improvement. Paving of a new 
two-lane, 20-foot concrete road in 
St. Charles County between the 
bridge and Wentzville, the junction 
of the old No. 40 and U. 8. No. 61, 
probably will be finished in 
December. A new three and four 
lane road is in service for 6.4 miles 
in St. Louis County, between the 
bridge and Bellefontaine. It is to 
be extended east to Lindbergh 
boulevard and eventually may be 
connected in some way with the 
express highway.

~ INDORSES MILK BILL 


Declares That sik “Banter Con- 
trol Ordinance Is Approved 
in 600 Communities. 


Adoption of the pending standard 
milk control ordinance of the United 
States Public Health Service was 


ladvocated by the General Council on 


Civic Needs, at its quarterly meet- 


ing last night at Rubicam Hall, 
Grand boulevard and Potomac 
Street. 
A report of the council's General 
Welfare Committee pointed out that 
this form of ordinance had been ac- 
cepted in more than 600 communi- 
ties of the nation and quoted the 
St. Louls Medical Society as insist- 
ing that the measure must be 
passed, “if the people are to secure 
& supply of proven good milk.” 
The committee discussed the milk 
situation with producers, distribu- 
tors and the Health Commissioner's 
office. As a result, it reported, it 
learned that under the compromise 
ordinance enacted two years ago, 
“by the standards of the Public 
Health Service there has been ap- 
proximately a 30 per cent better- 
ment in conditions on the farms in 
the St.. Louis milkshed, while stand- 
ards reported by the service in their 
Inspection of the distributors de- 
creased 5 per cent.” 

Against Ads Around Plazas. 
A recommendation that the city 
institute condemnation proceedings 
to eliminaté advertising signs mar- 
ring the surroundings of Memorial 
and Aloe plazas was adopted by the 
Council, New signs may not be 
erected under an ordinance adopted 
last spring. The Council urged ap- 
proval by the Board of Aldermen 
of a bill introduced last June re- 
quiring submission of plans for pri- 
vate buildings in the vicinity of the 
two plazas, parks and certain public 
buildings to the Municipal Art Com- 
mission.

A hopeful little group of St. 
Louisans who supported Otto ©. 
Botz, the non-partisan candidate 


for Governor, in the recent elec-; 


tion, got littie comfort from the 


official count for St. Louis which 
showed their candidate received 
only 1003 votes, out of 396,830 cast. 
This is about two-thousandths of 1 
per cent of the total cast. 
Results were particularly dis- 
tressing to Paul O. Peters, field 
director of the Botz forces in St. 
Louis, who has discovered, to his 
chagrin, that his candidate re- 
ceived only 112 votes in nine wards 
where the Negro division of the 
Botz campaign committee hired 
154 workers for approximately 


Whether the Botz workers were 
swept away in the Roosevelt land- 
slide is a matter of conjecture, but 
Peters today said to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter that he is 
convinced that Botz received more 
votes in St. Louis than the offi- 
cial count showed. ‘He has ob- 
tained affidavits to show that at | 
least one vote was cast for Botz 
in 10 precincts, in as many wards, 
where the official returns failed to 
credit him with a single vote. 

No Votes in 312 Precincts. 

A compilation prepared by Pet- 
ers showed that Botz failed to re- 
ceive a single vote in 312 of the 
718 voting precincts. One hundred 
sixty-three precincts reported only 
one vote each, 102 others two votes 


each, and 63 others three votes; 


each. The largest vote cast for 
Botz in any one precinct was the 
Fifth Precinct of the Twenty-sec- 
ond Ward, with a total of 7 
Peters recalled that in this pre- 
cinct the Botz workers were enter- 
tained with beer and sandwiches 
several times prior to the election 
and thus showed their apprecia- 
tion of the Botz hospitality. 

The largest vote for Botz in any 
one ward was 117 in the Twenty- 
fourth, the largest ward in the 
city, and the smallest ward total 
was two votes in Jimmy Miller's 
Fourth Ward, where the campaign 
committee spent $41 for 18 workers 
and a captain. ‘ 

In the Sixth Ward, $60 was dis- 
tributed among 27 workers to look 
after Botz’s interests. The result 
of their efforts, according to the 
official count, was 15 votes. How- 
ever, Peters obtained affidavits 
from three voters in the Twelfth 
precinct that they voted for Botz,, 
although the official count showed 
that he did not get a single vote in 
that precinct. 

The results in the adjoining Sev- 
enth Ward were not exactly spec- 
tacular, for Botz received only six 
votes. Only one worker was on 
duty, however, receiving $5 for his 
day’s work. Although no votes were 
credited to Botz in the Ninth pre- 
cinct, Peters said he has an affi- 
davit from a voter in this pre- 
cinct—a Botz worker in another 
ward—that he voted for Botz.

HE situation results from a 

- decline in the billiard equip- 
ment business. Due to the out- 
door tendency, indoor pastimes of 
various descriptions have suf- 
fered. Billiards probably heads 
the list in shrinkage. 

Time was when this form of 
competition roused nation-wide 
interest. Not only did the public 
play the game, but it patronized 
exhibitions and competitions gen- 
erously. 

Then there was the betting an- 
gle. “Academies” sprang up here 
throughout the country and dur- 
ing the World’s Fair of 1904 and 
for several seasons thereafter, 
half a dozen flourished in St. 
Louis with the great names of 
the -country participating in 
matches. ? 

In these “academies” the pub- 
lic placed bets, on a contestant 
and the house took out a commis- 
sion of the whole for handling 
the bets. The players were paid 
salaries and the playing was “on 
the level,” mostly, because the 
house had no interest which way 
the money went. 

From the peak of that day the 
billiard business has dwindled un- 
til comparatively few youths take 
up the sport.

Campaign of “Education.” 


HE situation became serious 
two years ago. The “trust” be- 
came alarmed. It called all its 
brains together, including the 
canny Caarley Peterson of “Show 
me a shot I can’t make” fame. — 
The result of the conference 
was a campaign of education. 
eF lying squadrons of professionals 
were sent to various sections of 
the country to give exhibitions 
free of charge. 

Propaganda streamed from the 
presses of the trust. Charley Pe- 
terson lectured at the colleges 
and did his fancy shots before 
schools and Rotary clubs. Tons 
of literature and photographs 
were distributed. All guns were 
bropght to bear on interesting 
more persons in playing billiards.

TAMPA, Fila. Nov. 24. — The 
American Federation of Labor, as- 


convention, was on record today as 
approving suspension of more than 
a million members belonging to 10 
of the unions allied with John L

A prolonged 
preceded the vote of ‘the conven- 
tion, but the outcome was never in 
doubt. Frequently a clamor of 
voices arose from the floor as dele- 
gates sought to express long pent- 
up feelings about the dispute that 
has split the forces of union labor. 
President William Green, his face 
flushed, pounded furiously for or- 
der time after time, determined to 
get the CIO issue out of the way 
before adjournment of last night’s 
session. : 

Shortly after midnight the roll 
was called and delegates* of the 
old-line craft unions rolled up a 
vote of 21,679 to 2043 for CIO sym- 
pathizers, who favor industrial 
unionism. Barred from the conven- 
tion by the suspension order orig- 
inally issued by the Federation’s 
Executive Council, the suspended 
unions have a membership repre- 
senting about 12,000 convention 
votes. 

While the CIO unions are not 
technically expelled, most speakers 
on the CIO side declared that the 
effect of the convention’s action 
was virtually the same as expulsion. 
On the other side, Federation lead- 
ers insisted that a rival organiza- 
tion of dual unions had been cre- 
ated in. the CIO which threatened 
the very existence of the A. F. of 
L. Bitter feelings frequently gave 
way to urgent pleas for peace in 
the face of employer hostility. 

Breach Widened. 

By last night’s action the cleav- 
age in union ranks that has devel- 
oped during the last year was 
broadened and the differences be- 
tween the two kinds of unionism 
were thrown ‘into sharper contrast. 

Those differences, it became in- 
creasingly apparent, set the two 
organizations apart politically, eco- 
nomically, and, as it developed with 
‘unexpected and dramatic abrupt- 
ness, racially.

Resolution Interpreted. 

As interpreted last night the res- 
olution adopted by the convention 
does not give the right to the coun- 
cil to issue charters to unions which 
would compete in similar fields 
with those of the suspended unions. 
Frank Farrington, former president 
of the Illinois District of the Unit- 
ed Mine Workers and a bitter op- 
ponent of John L. Lewis, has been 
here, according to report, seeking 
a charter for the Progressive Min- 
ers of Southern Illinois, hoping to 
create an A. F. of L. mine union 
to supplant Lewis’ organization. 
Under the interpretation put out 
last night, such a charter could not 
be granted. 

Eleven international unions, most 
of them lesser ones, voted last night 
against the committee resolution, 
indicating, perhaps further with- 
drawals from the A. F. of -L. Among 
these was the Typographical Union, 
whose president, Charles P. How- 
ard, is secretary of the CIO. An- 
other large international union that 
voted no was Zaritsky’s hatters. 
Others were: Bakery and confec- 
tionery workers, brewery workers, 
brick and clay workers, elevator 
constructors, newspaper writers, 
paper makers, sleeping car porters 
and at least one of the delegates 
representing the printing pressmen. 
There ‘was considerable surprise 
when Maj. George L. Berry, long 
considered as an ally of Lewis, al- 
though not a CIO member, voted 
for the suspension resolution. 

A consider&ble number of dele- 
gates representing State Federa- 
tions voted no as did many rep- 
resentatives of city central labor 
bodies.

Controversial Statement. 

The statement that raised 
Jewish issue read as follows: 

“As for the organizations com- 
posed largely of Jewish workers, it 
can only be said; if we are to have 
full truth, that we took them by 
the hand when there were few 
hands willing to greet them; and 
we have led them and builded with 
them and for them and protected 
them. When some of their leaders, 
steeped in the ideas of the old 
world from whence so many of 
them had fled in mortal terror of 
their lives, used our platform to 
preach doctrines alien to our own 
beliefs and convictions, we still led 
them and protected them.

“TERRITORY TOLLS 


Mississippi Valley Associa- 
tion Opposes Ratifying 
St. Lawrence Treaty 
Otherwise. 


A resolution opposing ratification 
of the St. Lawrence Waterway 
treaty unless Great Brtain should 
‘cede to the United States the crown 
colony of Newfoundland and Anti- 
costa Island, also at the mouth of 
‘the St. Lawrence River, was adopt- 
ed by the Mississippi Valley Asso- 
ciation today at the close of its 
eighteenth annual convention at 
Hotel Statler. ; 

“The position of the Newfound- 
land, astride the mouth of the St. 
Lawrence, is an insurperable ob- 
stacle to the treaty in its present 
form,” the resolution said, “inas- 
much as Newfoundland is a erown 
colony of Great Britain, entirely 
separate from Canada. This crown 
colony and Anticosta Island should 
be ceded to the United States to 
guarantee our safety in case of 
war.” , : 

Other resolutions reaffirmed pol- 
icies adopted by the association last 
year, including a program for fur- 
ther development of inland water- 
ways, elimination of unnecessary 
regulation of all forms of trans- 
portation and general economic bet- 
terment of the mid-continental 
basin. 

Officers Nominated. 

Former Gov. Arthur J. Weaver 
of Nebraska, president of the Mis- 
souri River Navigation Association 
was elected president of the Val- 
ley Association this afternoon. The 
retiring president is Robert Isham 
Randolph of Chicago. 

The association re-elected as vice- 
president at large and treasurer, 
respectively, Thomas F. Cunning- 
ham of New Orleans and Richard 
S. Hawes of St. Louis. Edward 
Magnus was elected vice-president 
of theSt. Louis district. Named for 
Missouri directors were S. W, Al- 
lender of St. Louis and J, C. Nichols 
and H, P. Tready, both of Kansas 
City. 

Gen, Markham’s Address Read. 

An address by Major-General E. 
M. Markham, Chief of Engineers, 
United States Army, who was un- 
able to be present because of ill- 
ness in his family, was read by 
Brigadier-General M. C. Tyler, as- 
sistant chief of army engineers. It 
discussed flood control and told of 
progress in construction of the ex- 
tensive Mississippi Valley water- 
way system. 

Improvement of the system had 
advanced to the point where the 
end was in sight, Gen. Markham 
wrote, and the nine-foot transporta- 
tion artery would soon be com- 
pletely available to bring advan- 
tages of low-cost transportation to 
the great interior basin. 

In a partly completed state, the 
system is carrying annually more 
than 77,000,000 tons, valued at near- 
ly $1,500,000,000. Gen. Markham 
predicted a rapid increase in river 
commerce with full channel depths 
available and completion of the fa- 
cilities to be provided by locks. 

9-Foot Channel System. 

On completion of the undertak- 
ing on the upper Mississippi River, 
he continued, there would be a sys- 
tem of nine-foot channels aggregat- 
ing more than 3400 miles and 
which, with completion of the Mis- 
souri River improvement would be 
increased to 4170 miles. In addi- 
tion, there are many miles of chan- 
nels averaging about six feet in 
depth, which feed the main chan- 
nels. 

Present progress of work on the 
Upper Mississippi River, Gen. 
Markham added, indicated the nine- 
foot channel would be - entirely 
available to navigation in 1938. The 
26 locks had been completed or 
were under way and but one dam 
remained to be started.

|MORGENTHAU CHANGES 


GOLD EXPORT. RULES 


Treasury to Permit Shipments 
to Nations Co-operating 
in Monetary Accord. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 24.—Secre- 


tary of the Treasury Morgenthau 
announced today that Belgium, 
Switzerland and the Netherlands 
had agreed to co-operate in the 
French-British-American monetary 
agreement. He said the three coun- 


tries had been granted gold ex- 
change privileges with France, 
Great Britain and the United State. 

Belgium notified the United 
States of its adherence to principles 
of the monetary understanding in 
September, and similar word came 
from Switzerland and the Nether- 
lands yesterday. 

Morgenthau -amended previous 
gold export regulations to permit 
shipments to treasuries or central 
banks of countries co-operating in 
the accord, Formerly, shipments 
were authorized only to stabiliza- 
tion funds of participating nations, 
but because Belgium does not have 
such a fund, the change was made. 

Meaning of New Rules. 

Morgenthau said the gold ex- 
change understanding would pre- 
vent any private bank or individual 
from exporting gold from this coun- 
try. Under old regulations, which 
he rescinded, private banks could 
get special licenses to export gold 
to certain central foreign banks. 

Banks still may import gold, he 
added, but, as in the past, it will 
flow directly into the Treasury from 
the banks. 

Gold exports will be handled 
through the Federal Reserve Bank 
of New York, as fiscal agent for 
the Government. It will act in con- 
junction with fiscal agencies of par~- 
ticipating countries. 

Asked about the status of Bel- 
gium, Switzreland and the Nether- 
lands in the monetary understand- 
ing as compared with that of Great 
Britain, France and the United 
States, Morgenthau said all six “will 
enjoy the same privileges;” but that 
the question of whether other na- 
tions will be admitted into the ac- 
cord will be decided solely by the 
three original participants. 
“Supporting Only U. 8. Currency.” 

Asked whether this Government 
“will support the currencies” of the 
other countries, he replied: “We are 
not supporting any other currency. 
We are supporting our own. It is 
always dollars we are interested 
in.” 

The gold exchange agreement 
with the Netherlands, Switzerland 
and Belgium, like the earlier one 
with France and Great Britain, pro- 
vides for withdrawal by the United 
States on 24 hours’ notice if its do- 
mestic economy is affected ad- 
versely.

Court, there were no written opinions. The Chief 
Justice’merely made the announcement that the court 
had divided equally.

The decision is also interesting because it shows 
that the Supreme Court as now constituted is willing 
to uphold the constitutionality of state laws which 
require employers to set up unemployment insurance 
reserves. It is not to be reasoned from this, however, 
that the court*will necessarily indorse Federal un- 
employment and social security legislation. For while 
the New York law was passed in anticipation of con- 
gressional action in this field and was designed there- 
fore to supplement subsequent Federal legislation, 
the fact remains that the constitutional basis for 
Federal laws differs greatly from that of statutes 
passed by state Legislatures. 

The Constitution gives the latter a wide range for 

experimentation; so much, indeed, that the states are 
frequently referred to as legislative laboratories. Acts 
of Congress, on the other hand, must come under 
grants of power that are either explicitly stated or 
implied. Attorney-General Bennett of New York was 
wise when he insisted on a distinction between Fed- 
eral and state unemployment insurance legislation 
in his argument for the law.

Still Unemployed. 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
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A REVIEW OF THE HERNDON CASE. 

A review of his case has been granted by the Su- 
preme Court to Angelo Herndon, Negro Communist 
organizer, who in 1932 was sentenced in Georgia to an 
18-to-20-year term on the chain gang. Herndon’s “of- 
fense” was that he possessed Communistic literature, 
and he was prosecuted under a statute passed in 
1871 to prevent insurrection against the State. Under 
this statute, which had lain unused in the books 
until it was dug up to use against. Herndon, he could 
have been given the death penalty for possession of 
the books and pamphlets. 

Herndon’s appeal is based upon Article 1 of the Bill 
of Rights according the right of free speech, free 
press and free assemblage. This is the cornerstone 
of American liberty, and the Supreme Court will now 
undertake to say whether or not the proceedings of 
Georgia justice in the Herndon case were at vari- 
ance with. ft. It is fortunate that the great prin- 
ciple involved in the Herndon case will be subjected 
to the judgment of the highest court. 
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RECALLING THE ALABAMA DECISION. 

Italy and Germany’s hasty recognition of the 
Franco junta as the Government of Spain recalls the 
Alabama decision, a historic case which grew out 
of the American Civil War. At its outset, England 
proclaimed neutrality, much as Italy, Germany and 
other nations pledged neutrality when the civil war 
in Spain began. The Alabama was a warship, built 
and fitted out in England and delivered to the Con- 
federate Government despite the Federal Govern- 
ment’s protest. The ship did great damage to Northern 
shipping during the war. After the war ended, an 
international board of arbitration weighed the Unit- 
ed States’ claim against England, and unanimously 
awarded damages of $15,500,000 in gold. 

' Italy and Germany, despite their pledges of neu- 
trality, sent bombing planes and other weapons of 
war to the Fascist rebels. The damage done by these 
might be the basis for a claim by the Madrid Gov- 
ernment similar to that founded on the Alabama’s 
destructive career. By extending recognition to the 
rebels, Italy and Germany get their future arms ship- | 
ments within the law, since one government is per- 
ME mitted to send arms to another.

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WORKERS OVER 40. 

Is a man past 40 no longer able to do a good day’s 
work? The tendency of many employers has been to 
answer that question in the affirmative. As a result, 
older workers were among the first to be discharged 
in the depression years. Unemployed men above the 
40-year mark are finding it difficult to obtain em- 
ployment now that mere jobs are opening. 

It is reassuring to find President Roosevelt himself 
assailing this injustice. In a statement made public 
after his departure for South America, the President 
urged “giving a fair share of the new jobs to the 
workers over 40." He expressed his view of the cur- 
rent policy in these words: 

It is widely known that many of the largest 
industries will not hire workers over 40 years of 
age. To a large extent, this policy is responsible 
for the relatively large number of older workers 
on relief. Leaders of business must recognize the 
consequences of this hiring-age poliey—it con- 
demns many in this group of workers to perma- 
nent unemployment. : 
The industries that adopt this policy deprive them- 

selves of the services of seasoned, experienced work- 
ers, men of skill, steadiness and mature judgment. 
For many years after reaching 40, the average worker 
is in the prime of his powers and ability, He is 
likely to be at that age a man of settled habits, 
with a full realization of his job’s responsibilities. 
Younger men may often be hired at lower wages 
than experienced workers, who usually have family 
responsibilities, but this certainly should not be the 
| deciding factor. Employers who rule out men over 

40 snot only work an injustice against them, but 
frequently impair their own best interests.

The theme of another’ S. N. 
Behrman drama, “Rain From 
Heaven,” which opened last night 
at the Little Theater, is of course, 
mercy. More precisely, the play is 
a prayer for tolerance which draws 
its elementary force from the fact 
that the playwright permits none 
of the characters who stand for his 
own (evidently liberal) views to 
express them. Only the Fascist is 
given an opportunity to state his 
ease. This is a strong device, one 
which exploits the dramatic mate- 
rial in liberal doctrine as effectively 
as any largely intellectual approach 
could do it. There may be some 
question whether mercy is strong 
enough liquor for the theater, be- 
ing after all “gentle rain.” With 
the Shakespearean precedent in 
mind and the context of Behrman’s 
plot still bulking large on every 
frant page, perhaps it is. 

As presented by F. Cowles Strick- 
land’s cast of non-professionals last 
night, the essential issue involved 
in the argument was made _ very 
clear, but weaknesses like that hint- 
ed at above were made equally so. 
It should be emphasized that the 
cast gave a very comprehensible 
reading; the writer’s message was 
delivered in readily decipherable 
shape.

In the country’s Midwest section,

The Traffic Committee recom- 
mended that the association urge 
appointment to the United States 
Maritime Commission of a member 
from thé Mississippi Valley and op- 
pose transfer of regulatory func- 
tions of the new commission to the 
Interstate Commerce Commission. 

The cgmmittee, holding the view 
that transportation already is over- 
regulated, reaffirmed its opposition 
to enactment of legislation further 
regulating port-to-port commerce 
of inland waterway carriers, to re- 
peal of the long-and-short haul 
clause of the Interstate Commerce 
Act, and to legislation imposing 
tolls on vessels or commerce on in- 
land waterways. 


Senator Copeland Proposes Vast

Vast public improvements with 
the Mississippi River as their cen- 
ter should be undertaken by the 
Government to compensate the 
Mississippi Valley for the economic 
injury done by construction of the 
Panama Canal, United States Sen- 
ator Royal S. Copeland of New

Senator Copeland, a Democrat, 
assailed the proposed St. Lawrence

in her perfectly-formed body. The 
danger in skating, of course, is 
from falls. No skater is immune 
to these, even Sonja. She has suf- 
fered nothing worse, however, than 
a sprained ankle, although other 
skaters have broken bones and 
even more severe injuries. 

The ice queen follows no diet. She 
eats what she pleases, but she eats 
regularly. She is particularly fond 
of ice cream, often eating two 
different kinds at one meal. She 
never bothers about her weight, 
which never varies. She is 5 feet
